Port 
Arthur has fallen to the Japanese, 
being occupied by tho Mikado's forces 
un Sunday. 


This, the supreme end for which 


Japan hao striven since the outbreak 
of the war, was the result of a com- 
bined land and sea attack which be- 
gan Saturday evening and was not 
ended until late Sunday morning.

ROUT RUSSIAN FORCES. 


Japanese Croos Tatung Pass,'Compell- 


ing Czar's Men to Retreat. 


Shanghai. March 22.—Several train 


loads of Russian wounded have passed 
Ta Shi Chlao on their way to the hos- 
pital at I*ao Yang. 


It is. evident that a desperato battla 


has taken place, probably In northern 
Corea or southern Manchoorln. but, at 
any rate, some place along the Yalu. 
The Russian officers accompanying tho 
wounded men will say nothing con- 
cerning a battle, and most of the men 
are too badly hurt to bo talked to 
about it. 


Reports have been received hero 


that an action took place near tho 
Tatung pass, that the Japanese cross- 
ed, and that the Russians were forced 
to retreat with a heavy loss. 
This 


would leave the way open for a Jap- 
anese advance on Motion Ling, now oc- 
cupied in force by the Russians.

Mrs. Emma Morso is the possessor 


of a unique relic" In the form of a 
copy of the Ulster -County Gazette, 
published at Kingston, New 
York. 


January 4th, 1800. The curiosity Is 
printed on four pages algbteen Inches 
long and eleven Inches whip with four 
columns to a page. 
It is the flrst 


number published after tho death of 
George Washington and the inside 
of tho paper is In a .black border 
with a special poem written about 
Washington and signed "By a Young 
Lady." 
Samuel Freer & Son were 


tho publishers and the paper was In 
Its second year, number 88. .Much 
attention was paid to foreign news 
airtl the flrst dispatch on' tho first 
pago' Is dated American 
Congress, 


December 10. and contains tho an- 
nual address of President John Ad- 
ams-to congress. Then follows a ills- 
patch from London dated Oct. 18. 
New York. December. 23. Above this 
Is stated In small typo that the fol- 
lowing was taken from papers pub- 
lished in London which arrived . on 
tho Factor. Then1 follows a long ac- 
count of the military doings on-the 
continent and tho battles which -were 
fought between England and France. 
Among the battles mentioned Is that 
of Zurich. One full'page Is given up 
to this Interesting news and then tho 
death of George Washington, and tho 
action of congress upon this news 
Is covered extensively in- two more 
pages. A note by tho editor announc- 
es tho fact that tho columns of tho 
paper aro too full to print more Int- 
eresting nowg and briefly epitomizes 
the late war news.

Ten 


Ilroeck was. sheriff of Ulster county 
and ho had several notices regarding

FEATHERED SONGSTERS. 


THEY KEEP INSECT LIFE DOWN 


Many Breeds of the Harbingers of 


Spring Help the Agriculturist 


to Save His Crops. 


With the present agitation against 


the crow ami the war that IB helng 
waged on this bird of 111 omen many 
lovers of the sweet songsters of the 
field and the other memherH of tho 
feathery tribes that conio with -the 
Bprins sunshine fear that their pets 
may suffer a like fate. 
At request 


the following article from tho Record- 
Herald Is reprinted. 
It Is from the 


pen of Mrs. Belle'P. Drury. 
I heard tho woodpecker pecking, 
" 1 heard the gapattcker slug, 
I turned and looked out of my •wlndow> 
'And lo! It was spring. 
But birds do not come to us simply 


as harbingers of spring. 
They are 


not merely our tenants In tho trees 
who give morning and evening con- 
certs by way of paying their rent, -but 
they are nature's mllltla, who keep 
In subjection inferior1 creatures. If 
the arm of birds .were destroyed, it 
lias been estimated, that In the course 
of nine years the world could not be 
Inhabited by man, in spite of all tho 
spt'iys and- pnU}>ns that coi;}d lio 
manufactured for the destruction of 
Insects. 
All crops, all fruits, every- 


thing which supports human 
lire, 


would,* In a comparatively short per- 
iod of time, -be destroyed by slugs 
and Insects. 


•Therefore, wo are it would seem, 


really Indebted to the birds of the air 
not merely tor our living, but for 
life itself. 
No artificial' 
substltuo 


can possibly make up for the patient, 
unpaid labor of our useful birds, for, 
while birds multiply by tens, Insects 
Increase by thousands, and tens 
of 


thousands In a single'season, espe- 
cially In warm countries, so that In- 
secttt In oxcetto would change the 
earth from green to brown and cause 
a general famine. 


• Kill Birds, Shorten Crops. 


A few years 
ago 
Germany 
and 


Switzerland made piteous complaint 
of tho destruction of crops by Injuri- 
ous Insects whereupon Is was found 
that tho .cause was due to the rapid 
decrease of birds. Government keep- 
era/had actually been under orders 
to destroy woodpecker's, whose* spe- 
cial office Is to *rld trees of beetles 
and grubs. 
. • 


- War also had been waged against 
cuckoos, whoso merit Is that they des 
troy tho hairy caterpillar, which no 
other bird will touch. The Italians 
behaved evjn 
moif» foofshly than 


the Germans, for they had'a mania 
for killing Insect eating birds, and as 
vast Hocks of migrants pass through 
Italy millions were destroyed every 
year. 


In Sicily the -war on larks was most 


extensive. These .birds pass through 
In autumn In great numbers, but they 
dIJ not die unavenged, for they are 
such jnsect loving birds . that their 
was aT great Increase of Insects which 
ravaged tho crops, till measures-were 
at' last taken to stop the persecution 
of birds. 


In .our own country, according to 


the estimates of tho director of tho 
Xuw York Zoological Society. 
the 


bird life of the United States has de- 
creased .during the past fifteen years 
at tho rate of •!"> per cent. 


Friend of the Farmer.. 


If man would employ In tho sup- 


pression of noxious creatures 
the 


same 'energy and Ingenuity that ho 
devotes to the1 general destruction of 
birds he woufd suffer much less from 
tho Inroads 'of flies, mosquitoes and 
parasites, -whose name Is legion. 


In India birds of bright plumage 


are being killed because the ladles 
of Paris t,ondan, and Vienna require 
some 30.000,000 birds a year that they 
may—Ilka American Indians—bo dec- 
orated with feathers. 


Insect life is so rampant in India 


that 
tho 
only remedy 
for their 


destructlvencss lies In the birds .that 
fashion demands shall be killed. Small 
wonder that we so often hear of fam- 
ine In that country. 


In some parts of the. United States 


a bounty Is placed ori the bead of 
the red-shouldered hawk and a few 
other birds, but it Is the conclusion 
of those who Tiave examined Into tho 
case that If the bounty could bo $500 
fine on those who kill the bird In- 
stead of 25 cents to the Tilrd slayer, 
our laws would operate on tho right 
side. 


Tho, food of hawks consists in the 


main of small mammals. Insects, rep- 
tilefc and| frfegsV 
As destroyers of 


mice and noxious Insects they arc 
of grent'value to the farmer, and even 
the species which occasionally carry 
off chickens • have a handsome bal- 
ance of good deeds to their credit, as 
Is has been estimated that 
these 


wlnge.l 'servants save for their mur- 
derers at least $20 a year—Indeed, 
some.one asserts that a farmer would 
better burn a X50 greenback than kill 
a certain kind of hawk. 


' Despised Sparrow Useful. 


Wo Imvo sparrows a-plenty—besides 


the troublesome English one. -It has 
been carefully estimated 
that our 


sparrows destroy 354,375,000.000 cat- 
erpillars every year. For nine months 
of tho year the sparrow lives almost 
entirely on grubs. A pair will take 
•1,300 grubs or Insects to their young 
In tho course of a week. The spar- 
row Is a great enemy of cockchafers, 
which damage crops, so be richly de- 
serves 'the little grain or fruit ho is 
said to-steal, as bo saves a bushel of 
corn a year by Ills industry in des- 
troying Insects. 


Tho digestion of nestlings Is very 


rapid, so few people realize how much 
food they consume. 
Human beings 


require only a few ounces of dry food 
a day, but birds swallow a quantity 
equal to their own weight. 


A redstrat has been known to eat 


000 files an "hour, and a blackcap has 
destroyed 2,000 green flics 
from a 


rose • bush In a greenhouse in a few 
hours.
